Pentagon kept attacks secret Economy — Development 


WASHINGTON <AP) — Most 
members of the Joint Chiefs of 
-Staff were unaware of the plan- 
ning for the Aug. 20 cruise mis- 
sile strike on suspected terrorist 
strongholds in Afghanistan and 
Sudan until days before the 
weapons were launched, defense 
’ officials confirmed Monday. 

The Pentagon defended its 
highly secretive and corapart- 
mented approach to the raid os 
appropriate to the sensitivity of 
the mission and in conformance 
with the militate chain of enm- • 
mand. Last-minute recommenda- 
tions by the service chiefs result- 
ed in one proposed target being 
. deleted as too risky. And after 
. ! the raid, service chiefs-havc- 
voiced no objections to the short 
notice they were informed, said 
senior defense officials who

KANSAS CITY, Mo. (AP) — 
Fierce storms deluged the 
Kansas City area with rain, 
sweeping away cars, collapsing a 
bridge and leaving six people 
dead and three missing while tor- 
nadoes in Oklahoma injured at 


least 13 people.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
place was the same, the time 25 
years later, and the ghosts of 
Watergate stalked the room 
where a committee of lawmakers 
sat Monday for the purpose of 
considering the impeachment of 
a president. 

In this high-ceilinged cathedral 
of a hearing room, one of the con- 
gressmen, Rep. Bob Ban, R-Ga., 
talked of a “cancer on the presi- 
dency." Another, Rep. Jerrold 
Nadler, D-N.Y., said the issue 
could divide the country like 
nothing since the Vietnam War. 

Rep. Asa Hutchinson, R-Ark., 
said he was a University of 
Arkansas law student during 
Watergate and one of the profes- 
sors there, invoking the majesty 
of the law, “was William 
Jefferson Clinton.” 

Rep. Zoe Lofgrcn, D-Colif., said 
Congress should pay more heed 
to the discussions of James 
Madison and George Mason than 
to those -of Linda Tripp and 
Monica Lewinsky. She suggested 
the founding fathers wouldn’t 
think what Clinton did wai a 
crime high enough to justify his 
impeachment. 

Most of these congressmen 
were in their teens or in college 
back when Democratic Rep. Peter 
Rodino of New Jersey, making no 
secret of his own distaste for the 
task, summoned the House

Investigators find Medicare fraud

WASHINGTON (AP) — More 
than 90 percent of recent 
Medicare payments to day-treat- 
ment mental health centers that 
care for the elderly and .disabled 
in five states went for “highly 
questionable" or “unallowable” 
us$s, according to a government 
investigation. 

,< fHow could something like this 
hajipen if there was any effort at 
afl'to police the program?" asked 
Rep. Joe Barton, R*Texas, 
Mopday at. a hearing of_ihe 
House Commerce subcommittee 
6h oversight and investigations. 

After skyrocketing costs trig- 
gered suspicion; the -Health end 
Hutaan Services Department 
bisector general reviewed 5252 
million in bills sent to Medicare 
iri' 1996 and 1997 by 158 commu- 
nity mental health centers in 
FJorida, Texas, Colorado, 
Pennsylvania and Alabama. 


“We estimated that S229 mil- 
lion was paid for highly questioiy- 
able or unallowable service," said 
Deputy Inspector General 
Michael F. Mangaxxg addi n g that 
the 92 percent error rate "is the 
worst I've ever encountered." 

Instead of providing psychi- 
atric therapy for the menially iQ. 
some of the centers were billing 
Medicare hundreds of dollars an 
hour for coffee klatches for 
healthy people recruited from 
retirement homes, investigators

tighter controls, or even eliminat- 
ing the benefit.

WASHINGTON <A1’) — Tho gov- 
ernment decided Monday to take 
another look at federally regulated 
fees that make up a big portion of 
long-distance bills, raising the possi- 
bility of savings for customers. 

Specifically, the Federal 
Communications Commission will 
be reviewing the “access” fees that 
long-distance companies pay to 
local phone carriers to connect 
calls. Those fees, which arc passed 
along to long-distance customers, 
make up about 40 percent of the 
average $223 0 monthly residential 
longdistance bill. 

The FCC said it will seek public 
and industry comment on the 
amount of fees now charged 

The commission didn't say what, 
if anything, it intends to do about 
them. But its action raises the possi- 
bility of additional cuts to the fees, 
which would lower long-distance 
bills if reductions arc passed along 
to customers. 

It is unlikely the commission, 
under pressure to keep phone bills 
stable, would raise the fees because 
that would make bills go up. 

The FCC’s biggest recent cut in 
..the payments occurred in May 
1997, when it reduced the fees by 
$1.7 billion to better reflect local 
phone companies’ costs to connect 
longdistance calls. The payments 
total about $23 billioa 

Still, consumer groups and long- 
distance companies h ave' been 
pushing regulators tor 
additional cuts, saying the current 
fees arc artificially liigh.

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Litigation abuseby self-serving 
medical ‘experts’ hurts America

court once deter- 
mined that drop- 
ping a can of 
orange juice can 
cause breast cancer. 

In another court, an “expert" 
witness testified that breast 
implants cause drunk driving. 

A conflict is growing between 
science and law that undermines 
both. 

The conflict arises because 
trial lawyers, beguiled by possi- 
ble multi-million dollar pay- 
checks, are paying “hired gun" 
experts to testify in court to what 
the lawyer needs them to say - 
not necessarily to scientific truth. 
Litigation abuse costs American 
consumers over $1S0 billion 
annually, increasing by 2S per- 
cent the cost of new products. 

Fortunately, two major institu- 
tions - the U.S. Supreme Court 
and the American Medical 
Association - ore addressing this 
critical problem. 

, In the 1997 case of General 
Electric Co. v. Joiner and the 
1993 case of Daubcrt v. Mcrrcll 
Dow Pharmaceuticals, the 
Supreme Court upheld a judge’s 
right-to determine the admissibil- 
ity of scientific evidence in court. 

In Daubcrt, writing for a unani- 
mous majority. Justice Harry 
Blackmun wrote: “The rules of 
evidence do assign the trial judge 
the task of ensuring that an 
expen’s testimony both rests on a 
reliable foundation and is rele- 
vant to the task nt hand." 

In Joiner, the court also 
endorsed judges using indepen- 
dent experts to help determine 
the soundness of the theories of 
expert witnesses. Concurring 
with the majority. Justice 
Stephen Brcyer quoted approv- 
ingly from an amid brief filed in 
the case by the New England 
Journal of Medicine: “Judges 
should be strongly encouraged to 
make greater use of their inher- 
ent authority to appoint experts. 

Reputable experts could be 
recommended to courts by estab- 
lished scientific organizations, 
such os the National Academy of 
Sciences or the American 
Association for the Advancement 
of Sdence." 

Justice Breycr later advanced 
this argument in significantly 
more detail, saying: “Our Court

sugar • not only would have his or 
her patient die.

The judge, without 
interfering with the jury’s role as 
trier of fact, must determine 
whether purported scientific evi- 
dence is ‘reliable’ and will ‘assist 
the trier of fact,’ thereby keeping 
from juries testimony that is 
wrong.” 

This November, the Supreme 
Court will hear arguments in 
another case to determine if a 
court’s right to determine the 
admissibility of expert testimony 
applies to technical as well as sci- 
entific expertise. 

Increasingly concerned about 
the impact of false or misleading 
medical testimony on patient 
care and on the credibility of the 
medical profession, the American 
Medical Association (AMA) has 
decided to include the act of giv- 
ing courtroom medical expert tes- 
timony os part of the official 
practice of medicine. 

. As a result, from now on, when 
a doctor testifies in court as an 
expert witness his testimony will 
be subject to evaluation by other 
qualified doctors, and, if his testi- 
mony Is found to be inaccurate, 
he can be sanctioned or even lose 
his license to practice medicine. 

Dr. David hi Privcr, past presi- 
dent of the San Diego County 
Medical Society, has explained 
why this change is necessary: “A 
physician who treated a patient 
in a diabetic coma with glucose - 


witnesses develop theories of 
medicine or causation that ore 
not sufficiently grounded in med- 
ical science.- Generally, there is 
an economic incentive to do so.

Despite ethi- 
cal guidelines and judicial discre- 
tion to exclude testimony that is 
not scientifically valid, ‘junk sd- 
' cnee’ still finds iu way into court 
through" unchecked testimony of 
physicians. Examples abound 
regarding the continued prob- 
lems of false and/or misleading 
physician testimony." 

The growing antagonism 
between sdence and the law, 
brought on by a handful of trial 
attorneys and paid witnesses, 
undermines respect for both law 
and sdence. 

Efforts by the court system 
weed out unreliable sdentific tes- 
timony and by the AMA to sanc- 
tion physicians who testify falsely 
should help correct a litigation 
crisis that costs American con- 
sumers hundreds of billions of 
dollars each year? 

Sdeorv and the law are inter- 
dependent As Justice Stephen 
Breyer says, “The practice of sd- 
ence depends upon sotind law. It 
is equally true, that the law itself 
increasingly needs access to

Hogs will hurt neighbors 

I attended the “special meet- 
ing" where Mr. Dame was 
allowed to spend considerable 
time selling his “family" hog farm 
(72,000 annually) to planning and 
zoning. The neighbors were only 
allowed to testify for four min- 
utes. All neighbors were con- 
cerned about water supply, odor, 
health issues and property - values. 

Those in faVor appeared to 
hare financial gain from such an 
operation. But at whose expense? 

i\ . contacted " .Adrienne- 
Whitaker, a resident of Milford, 
Utah. She stated, “I can’t believe 
that only people within one mile 
were allowed to testify. The odor 
from this pig farm is Ukc no odor 
you can imagine. 

The odor is so bad that, when I 
go out, my eyes water from the 
stench, and if 1 get any closer 1 
get nauseated. 1 am 13 miles from 
the pig farm. There have been 
numerous violations and mishaps 
at this plant, which was also to 
hare been a state-of-the-art farili- 
ry, 1 understand there are chemi- 
cals and ways of keeping the odor 
down, but that costs money and 
thus they don’t use them." 

Twin Falls is only nine miles 
away from the proposed hog site. 
Take a short drive out Blue Lakes 
South. You can see Hub Butte. 
Now, think which way the wind 
blowsAlmost every state that has 
these corporate hog farms is try- 
ing to come up with legislation to 
stop or monitor them. 

You will hear the argument 
that this will create jobs, 23 at 
the hog site and 30 at 
Independent Meat. Are the 
majority of these jobs above 


poverty level, or will they have to 
be subsidized by taxpayers? To 
quote AgBiz, “For every job cre- 
ated by a hog factory, three more 
arc lost. Most hog factories arc 
highly automated and require 
few employees." 

According to statistics, these 
operations are actually eliminat- 
ing the real family farm. 1 would 
encourage the citizens of Twin 
Falls County to contact the coun- 
ty commissioners and request a 
public hearing to determine if 
the people of the county really 
want a hog farm with these con- 
sequences. At the least, a thor- 
ough impact study should be 
done prior to approval. 

If Mr. Dame has met all 
requirements, then our require- 
ments arc not strict enough. If 
the hog farm is truly what he 
says it is, he shouldn't mind 
investigation and assurances for

responses so far, 13 districts have 
indicated that they randomly test 
students. 

In the Indiana case, a federal 
appeals court allowed the testing, 
relying heavily on a 1995 
Supreme Court decision that let 
an Oregon school district conduct 
random drug tests for stutknt 
athletes. 

That 1995 ruling, reached by a 
. B-3 vote, placed some emphasis on 
the “role model” effect of student 
athletes’ drug use. A key factor 
behind the court’s decision was 
evidence of a rampant student 
drug problem in the Oregon dis- 
trict. The court also noted the 
importance of “deterring drug use 
by our nation's schoolchildren.”

The project seemed bound for' 
success in Singapore, where com- 
puter use starts in kindergarten, 
41 percent of the people own PCs 
ana the government encourages 
the use of information technology 
across all segments of society. 

People already were being 
urged to use the Internet for 
everything from matchmaking 
and filing lawsuits to ordering 


taxis and submitting tax forms. 
The elderly, blue-collar workers 
and others who missed computer 
courses in their formative years 
are visited by a “cyber bus- 
equipped with PCs and instruc- 
tors. 

. But only 3Q£00 Singaporeans — 
just 1 percent of the population — 
use Singapore One, Toy said. Even 
fewer actually subscribe to the ser- 
vice. 

Singapore One is all wired up, 
but it has nowhere to go, said 
Raymond Chia, a 33-year-old man- 
ager. 

“You can visit government Web 
sites and find out what plays in 
movie theaters, but otherwise 
there’s not much else to do" that's 
not on the Internet, he said. 

Most people still mainly use 
cyber networks to' communicate 
with each ocher, Tay said. For that 
purpose, the regular Internet is 
cheaper. 

There are about 400,000 regular 
Internet users in Singapore, and 
their average monthly bill is about 
$14, one-third less than a 
Singapore One subsidized rate of 
$ 20 . 


As for electronic shopping, a 
recent survey found that only 6 
percent of Internet- user* in 
Singapore actually buy something 
on-line. Of those who try. somu dis- 
cover unforeseen complications.

WENDELL — As a youngster, 
Annabellc Isaacs caused her piano 
teacher to give up on her, but now the 
musician lias received statewide recogni- 
tion far her years of voluntary musical 
entertainment at Magic Valley Manor.

Marie Callender's struggle to find suf- 
ficient workers has become an all-too- 
rtijmiliar tale. As the nation marked 15 
■SoscCTitive months with unemployment 
lljblow 5 percent, businesses that rely on 
ifcw-wage employees — mostly restau- , 
Mints and retail outlets — say they arc 
hurting for workers. Many are resorting 

• to extraordinary measures — such as 

• doubling the minimum tvage — to recruit 
employees. 

'<;The labor shortage is affecting busi- 
{ n*Sses of all sizes — from local retailers 
tfiathire a handful of workers to Wal- 

• Sian, the nation's largest private employ- 
er with 720,000 U.S. employees. 

“It’s an epidemic," said Bruce Van 
Klccck, vice president of the National 
Retail Federation, the nation's largest 
retail trade association. “For many busi- 
nesses, it's a daily battle to keep the 
, tfoors open." 


“We're’ encountering the most acute 
labor shortage in the postwar period," 
said William T. Wilson, an economist for 
Comcrica Bank in Detroit. “Fast food 
restaurants here are putting up signs 
advertising $400 signing bonuses." 

Even Friday's unemployment figures 
— which showed the September unem- 
ployment rate rising slightly to 4.6 per- 
cent, up from 45 percent in the previous 
three months — proclaimed a robust 
retail sector.' More- than half, or 53 per- 
cent, of the 69.000 jobs created in 
September were in restaurants and retail 
outlets. 

During the last year, retail trade has 
been one of the fastest growing sectors, 
averaging 41,000 new jobs a month. 

“More people are showing up and 
spending their money at the restaurants 
and at the malls," said Ken Goldstein, an 
economist with The Conference Board, a 
New York-based business research 
group, “nut's not about to stop."

Late rally trims Dow loss 
from 232 points to only 58

NEW YORK — The Dow industrials 
bounced back again after flirting with 
this rear's lows for a second session, but 
most stocks fell sharply Monday amid 
doubts that leading rL-mnn< will do. any- . 
thing to halt the global economic crisis. 

The Dow Jones industrial average ral- 
lied back from an afternoon deficit of 
232.75 points, briefly edging into positive 
terrain before finishing 58.45 lower at 
7.72624. 

Broader stock indicators also bounced 
back from the day’s lows, but not as 
sharply as the hluechip sea or. 

The Nasdaq composite index, dominat- 
ed by technology and smaller-company 
names, finished nearly 5 percent lower. 
Likewise, the number of stocks that fell 
outnumbered those that rose by more 
than a 3-to-l margin overall 

Despite Monday's late recovery, the 


Dow remains nearly 200 points below 
where it started the year and more than 
1,600 points beneath the July 17 record 
close of 9337S7. 

The Dow’s afternoon slide to 7,551.94 
made it the second strai ght session that 
the blue-chip baromW# 1 reversed^ course 
just as it was approaching the low point 
of the market’s recent sdloff.

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Interest rates fall in 
Treasury auction 
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WASHINGTON (AP) — 
Interest rates on short-term 
Treasury securities fell in 
Monday's auction to the lowest 
level in more than four years. 

’ The Treasury Department 
sold 58 billion in three-month 
bills at ah average discount rate 
of 4.155 percent, down from 
4.430 percent last week. An 
additional S3 billion was sold in 
six-month bills at an average 
rate of 4.185 percent, down from 
4.455 percent. 

The three-month rate was the 
lowest since June G. 1994. when 
the bills sold ftn-4.15 percent. 
Tlie six-month rate was the low- 


est since April 11. 1994, when 
the average was 4.03.
